London, Jan, 21.—4:47 p. m,—Although no official bulletin has been 


issued since 11 o'clock, a telephone message, timed, at Osborne house, 4 p. 
m,, says: 


"The queen is very slightly better." 
There is little hope, however, in the rally proving permanent. 


London, Jan. 21.—4:35 p. m.—A slight improvement is said to be 


visible in the queen's condition, but there is no hope of anything but a 
fatal ending. The night is awaited with the greatest anxiety. Paraly- 
sis is spreading to vital parts. Nourishment is being artificially admin- 
istered. The palace is packed. There is scarcely room for the emperoi 
of Germany and his staff. With the exception of the newspaper corres- 
pondents, there are only a few people outside the gates. 


Inquiries from all parts of the world continue to pour in.

the queen was dead. 


Without waiting for a verification, 


other flags in the vicinity were low- 
ered and some time elapsed before the 
error was rectified.

vices. 


In 1872 he organizeed tfhe Western 


Electric Manufacturing company, but 
retired from it in 1874. 


He invented his speaking telephone 


in 1876 and t(he telautograph 
in 


1893. 
His nJame came very promi- 


nently 'before the public in connection 
with the suit over telephone patents, 
He organized the congress of elec- 
tricians, in

witfo 
the 


world's Columbian exposition 
in 


1893, iand was its cfoairman. He was 
the author of several works on the 
subject of telegraphy and telephony,

Hon. R. C. Bell is dying. 
The condition of the distinguished 


patient has reached a stage so criti- 
cal that it is now believed to be but a 
question of hours—perhaps momenta 
—when Mr. Bell will pass from earth. 
His physician, Dr. C. E. Sarnett, 
this afternoon stated that he did not 
believe Mr. Bell could survive the 
day and that death might occur at 
any moment. 


Around the bedside at the elegant 


home on West Wayne street sorrow- 
ful friends are bowed despairingly 
awaiting the closing of the hand of 
death, 
whose 
pulseless 
fingers 


touched the patient some days ago, 
There has been a steady decline, a 
slow weakening of vital powers that 
resisted the efforts of medical skill 
and made the case an apparently 
hopeless one for nearly a week. Sun- 
day afternoon came another of the 
recurring prostrations, with its at- 
tendant weakness, and Mr. Bell's 
temperature rose to nearly 107. 


The weakened pulse was intermit- 


tent, and only prompt efforts of the 
physicians averted death at that 
time. This morning at 10 o'clock the 
patient again sank, and this after- 
noon he is barely breathing, the 
feeble life spark battling against 
odds that leaves no hope in the hearts 
of those familiar with the conditions. 
The patient is unconscious and a 
local paralysis resulting from his 
weakened condition has precluded 
the taking of nourishment since Fri- 
day. 


The consultation of Dr. Clevenger, 


the Chicago specialist, on Saturday, 
only served to confirm the diagnosis 
of Dr. Barnett and emphasize the 
hopelessness of the case, and Dr.

and Canadian lines, and their con- 
tracts are likely to be placed at any 
time. 
Altogether it 
is estimated 


that orders on the books of the rail 
companies and received since October 
1, when the new schedule was toed 
at $26 per ton, as against the pool 
price of $35 steadily held in 1899, 
call for an output of 1,500,000 tons 
of rails. This includes

If the railmakers make the dis- 
cussed $2 advance, it is believed that 
it will effect only small companies 
who have delayed orders, while ex- 
tra requirements, which might possi- 
bly be contracted for by the larger 
roads, twill be postponed.
